DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

To have a general inventive concept under PCT rule 13.1, the inventions need to 
be linked by a special technical feature. The special technical feature recited in claim 1 
is a peptide consisting of 8-1 1 contiguous amino acids from SEQ ID NO. 1 . In view of 
this Schmollinger et al PNAS vol. 100 p. 3398 (3/18/03) reads on the claim. This 
reference teaches peptides SLGSPVLGL and RLASFYDWL which read on claim 1 . 
Therefore the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not special. Accordingly the groups 
are not so linked as to form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in response to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7 and 19 drawn to peptides and compositions thereof. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-9 drawn to dimers. 

Group III, claim(s) 10-13 and 27-28 drawn to a polynucleotides, expression vectors, 
cells encoding the peptide of claim 1 and methods of making said peptide. 
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Group IV, claim(s) 14 and 22 drawn to antibody directed to the peptides of claim 1 and 
compositions thereof. 

Group V, claim(s) 15-18 and 29-30 drawn to cells containing the peptides of claim 1 
and compositions thereof. 

Group VI, claim(s) 23-25 drawn to monomers, dimers, tetramers or pentamers 
containing the peptides of claim 1 with an HLA-A24 antigen and compositions thereof. 

Upon the election of Groups I, lll-V, applicant is also required to select one of the 
following 58 groups. Please note that this is NOT an election of species, but a 
restriction requirement. Thus, applicant must elect one group from the above and one 
group from the following: 
A-Z. SEQ ID NO. 2-27, respectively

one peptide dimer or one peptide tetramer or one peptide pentamer from the peptide 
monomers listed as A-BF (above). Please note that this is NOT an election of species, 
but a restriction requirement. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI and A-BF do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: As set forth 
above, in view of the teaching of Schmollinger et al the groups are not so linked as to 
form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because the technical feature of 
claim 1 is not special.
